DR. MARTIN LUTHER KINO, JR. 
SECURITY MATTER-C 


The Los Angeles "Herald-Examiner", a major Metropolitan 
Los Angeles newspaper, on Wednesday, April 12, 1967 , reported 
that Dr. Martin Luther King, on April 12, 1967 , accused the 
National Association for the Advancement of Colored People with 
misrepresenting his views on the Vietnam war. He told a news 
conference, which was held in Conference Room #7 at the Biltmore 
Hotel at 9:30 a.m. on April 12, 19^7> that he favors a cessation 
of bombing, unilateral withdrawal of troops and an end to 
American participation in what he called an "unjust war". He 
said it was true he believes the war is hurting the civil rights 
movement. "But", he said, "the NAACP has created a myth about 
my views on Vietnam, which confuses the clear issues." The 
article noted that the NAACP recently declared that it is a 
"serious tactical error to link the civil rights and peace move¬ 
ments, because civil rights battles will have to be fought and 
won on their own merits, irrespective of the state of war or 
peace in the world." The article noted that King stated he was 
"sadden to think that the Board of Directors of the NAACP would 
join in the perpetuation of the myth about my views. They have 
challenged and repudiated a non-existent proposition." The 
article noted that in response to a question. King denied that he 
is or had ever been a member of the Communist Party, and accord¬ 
ing to the article, a moment later stated that though he is a 
"pacifist", he would have willingly fought against the Nazi menace 
of the 1940s. 

A source who has furnished reliable information in the 
past, on April 12, 1967 , furnished a copy of the prepared state¬ 
ment by Dr. King which was delivered before a press conference at 
the Biltmore Hotel in Los Angeles on April 12, 1967 . The statement, 
which was followed by a question and answer period by represen¬ 
tatives of the news media, is set forth as follows: 
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I have lived and worked in ghettos throughout the 
nation, and I travel tens of thousands of miles each month 
which takes me into dozens of northern and southern Negro 
communities. My direct personal experience with Negroes in 
all walks of life, convinces me that there is deep and wide¬ 
spread disenchantment with the war in Viet Nam; first, because 
they are against war itslef, and secondly, because they feel 
it has caused a significant and alarming diminishing of concern 
and attention to civil rights progress. I have held these 
views myself for a long time but I have spoken more frequently 
in the recent period because Negroes iri so many circles have 
explicitly urged me to articulate their concern and frustration. 
They feel civil rights is well on its way to becoming a neglected 
and forgotten issue long before it is even partially solved. 

Recently, a myth about my views on Viet Nam has 
confused these clear issues. The myth credits me with advocating 
the fusion of the civil rights and peace movements and I am 
criticized for authoring such a "serious tactical mistake". 

^1 hold no such view. Only a few weeks ago in a 
formal public resolution, my organization, SCLC, and I 
explicitly declared that we have no intention of diverting or 
diminishing any respect our activities in civil rights and we 
outlined extensive programs for the immediate future in the 
south as well as in Chicago. 
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I am saddened that the Board of Directors of the 
NAACP, a fellow civil rights organization, would join In the 
perpetuation of the myth about my views. They have challenged 
and repudiated a non-existent proposition. SCLC and X have 
expressed our views on the war and drawn attention to its 
damaging effects on civil rights programs, a fact we believe 
to be incontrovertible and therefore, mandatory to express in 
the interest of the struggle for equality. 

I challenge the NAACP and other critics of my 
position to take a forthright Btand on the rightness or

wrongness of thiB war, rather than going off creating a non¬ 
existent issue. 

We do not believe in any merger or fusion of move¬ 
ments but we equally believe that no one can pretend that the 
existence of the war is not profoundly affecting the destiny 
of civil rights progress. We believe that despite the war our 
efforts can produce results and our strength is fully committed 
, to that end. But it would be misleading and shallow to suggest 
that the role of the war Is not hampering it substantially 
and it can be ignored as a factor. 

Loud and raucous voices have already been raised in 
Congress and elsewhere suggesting that the nation cannot afford 
to finance a war against poverty and in equality on an expanding 
scale and a shooting war at the same time. It is perfectly 
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clear the nation has the resources to do both, but those who 
oppose civil rights and favor a war policy have Belzed the 
opportunity to pose a false issue to the public. This should 
not be ignored by civil rights organizations. The basic 
element in common between the peace movement and the civil 
rights movement are human elements. 

I am a clergyman as well as a civil rights leader 
and the moral roots of our war policy are not un-important to 
me. I do not believe our nation can be a moral leader of 
Justice, equality and Democracy if it is trapped in the role 
of a self-appointed world policeman. Throughout my career 
in the civil rights movement I have been concerned about justice 
for all people. For instance, I strongly feel that we must 
end not merely poverty among Negroes but poverty among white 
people. Likewise, I have always insisted on Justice for all 
the world over, because Justice is individible and injustice 
anywhere is a threat to Justice everywhere. X will not stand 
idly by when I see an unjufct war taking place and fail to take 
a stand against it. X will continue to express my opposition 
to this wrong policy without in any way diminishing my activity 
in civil tights, just as millions of Negro and white people 
are doing day in and day out. 
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Q: Dr* King. 

King: Yes Blr. 

Qs What would you do sir, to bring the war to a halt? 

King: I feel that the United States Is superbly placed 

to Initiate steps that X believe can bring an end 

to this war. The first thing I would suggest in line 
with that of many other people is the halting of the 
bombing. Secondly, I think we should take the initiate 
to bring about a cease fire. I think unilaterally 
we can do that hoping that as a result of this it 
will create the atmosphere for negotiations. I 
think we should also begin the process of removing 
all military build-up in Southeast Asia, where there 
is in Thailand and stop interfering in Laos. I think 
the fourth thing that should be done 1 b to make an 
unequivocal statement that the National Liberation 
Front should be a part of the negotiations, and also 
are cognize realisticly that many people in South 
Viet Nam follow the National Liberation Front, and 
that they must be a part in the future government. 

And finally I think we should just reconvene the 
Geneva Conference, in other words abide by the Geneva 
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Corps by setting a date that we will remove our troops 
from Viet Nam, and I believe all of this will bring 
about a comment which will force Hanoi to negotiate. 

Q: How then will we keep the civil rights moving at 

the same tempo, to being the war to a halt, and what 
would you desire to see done there? 

King: Well, I think many of the resources that we are 

putting in this war would be placed into programs 
that would certainly make equality and Justice a 
greater reality for Negroes, and for all of the poor 
people of our country. We are spending about 35 

billion dollars a year in Viet Nam, the war in 

: 

Viet Nam, and we are not quite coming up to two billion 
in the skirmish against poverty, and until we get rid 
of this war and get rid of our obsession with it as 
a nation, these programs are going to continue to 
Buffer, the programs dealing with poverty, the programs 
dealing with slums and getting rid of the blight of 
our cities, so that the resources in the war cam well 
be turned and should be turned toward the ending of 
poverty and all of the conditions that make for our 
frustration and despair in our cities all over the 
country. _ __ 
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Q: Dr. King, we are talking about peace In Viet Nam, 

what about civil rights? 

King: Well, I've tried to make that clear in thlfi statement 

and I nave great reject for Dr. Bunch, but X certainly 

can agree with that.I think X have not only a 

right but I think I have a responsibility to take 
a stand in both of these areas, and I don't think 
he weakens either. I said a few minutes ago that 
X am a clergyman and I take my responsibility as a 
clergyman very seriously and I think lhat along with 
the priestly function of the clergyman, there is 
prophetic function, and that means that I must forever 
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seek to bring the insights of our _ 

Christian heritage to __ on the social 

evils of our day, and I think war is a social evil 
consequently I must take a stand on this. I do it 
not out of anger...I do it out of great anxiety and 
agony and anguish of spirit in many points because 
I feel that this war is damaging the soul of our 
nation, and it is diverting attention from civil 
rights, so I do not see how anybody can fail to see 
the interrelatedness of the two issues. 

Q: But in practical terms, doesn't this number one divide 

the civil rights movement to begin with, and secondly.

by those people who are In favor of war in Viet Nam? 
King: I think the existence of the war in Viet Nam does 

much more to weaken the civil rights movement than 
my standing against the war in Viet Nam. 

Q: (Cut off, cannot hear) 

King: X think again the war in Viet Nam is a much graver 

injustice to Negroes in the United States than any¬ 
thing that I could say against that war, that is the 

only answer I can give to that.,.Negroes are _ 

In numbers, Negroes are 10# of the population of 
this country, and 22% of the deaths in Viet Nam. 
Negroes are experiencing spiritual and psychological 
death in the slums of our cities every day because 
the programs are not emerging to solve those problems, 
and they are not emerging in many instances because 
of the war in Viet Nam. Consequently, I would say 
that the unjustice is being done to Negroes, and 
being done by the existence of this war, and not by 
any statement that I am making or any involvement 
that I may have in the peace movement. 

Q: Dr. King, I f d like to put the question this way sir. 

Some of your severest critics are basing their 
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Q: argument against you on the claim that your placing 

(con't) 

the principle blame for the war in Viet Nam on the 
United States rather than on the other side. Now, 
how do you deal with this argument? 

King: Well, I deal with it only on the basis of the facts 

there is no doubt about the fact that we initiated 
the build-up of this war on land, on the seas and 
in the air. And, this is why I say that we must 
take Initiatives to end the war. There is no doubt 
about the fact that Viet Nam declared itself lndependeni 
In 1945. We refused to accept or recognize Viet Nam 
at that time and this was before China, Communist 
Chinaj came into being. After that for eight years 
we have supported the French and their attempt to 
recapture their former colony, and we supported it 
toward the end to the tune of more than 80 # of the 
financial and supply build-up of that particular war, 
and even after the French started despairing of our 
reckless action we encouraged them to go on, and even 

after they were defeated and _we still 

were determined after the Geneva accord in 1954, we 
participated in bringing to power Prelmer Diem who 
engaged in some of the most ruthless and oppressive 
actions known in that particular area of the world. 
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p-HSj.. We Participated in helping Diem prevent the election 
vcon 1 t ) 

of 1956 * from taking place* so anybody can see that 
our hands are not clean in the situation. I am not 
white-washing Hanoi...I do not approve of violence* 

I am a non-violent believer devotee and I want this 
conflict to be solved non-violently, without violence* 
but we must admit that the United States has participate 
in this build-up and X think it is because of the 
misreading of history on our part* a kind of paranoid 
or morbid fear of communism. 
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The source advised that after the news conference at 
the Biltmore Hotel in Powntown Los Angeles, King proceeded to 
Occidental College, Los Angeles, where he spoke before the 
student body in Thorne Hall at 11:00 a.m., April 12, 1967- The 
source estimated that an overflow crowd of students and professors 
totaling thirteen hundred were in attendance or who listened to 
Pr. King’s speech by means of auxiliary speakers set up in 
adjoining rooms to Thome Hall. The speech was well received, 
according to the source. Pr. King spoke on integration and 
suggested a massive integration program be undertaken by the 
United States. He told of the need for a guaranteed annual 
income and he favored the adoption of a National Bill of Rights 
for all Negroes, similar to that which has been established for 
the veterans of World War II, the Korean War, and the current 
Vietnam War. He stated that in his opinion, the Vietnam War was 
a needless waste of time and money, and that this country’s 
resources should be directed toward the Poverty Program. 

Following Pr. King’s speech, an impromptu press con¬ 
ference was held, at which time he briefly touched on current 
inequities in the draft and the fact that more Negro soldiers were 
dying in the war than Caucasian soldiers. He explained that 
many Negroes, in order to enhance their economic status, join 
the service and are subsequently sent to the war zone, and this 
was the reason for the higher percentage of Negroes being killed 
or wounded than the Caucasian soldiers.

, On April 11, 1967 ? a confidential source, who has 

furnished reliable information in the past, advised that he 
had learned that Martin Luther King, the President of the 
SCLC, met with several of his advisors on that date, namely, 
Stanley Levison, Harry Wachtel, Andrew Young, Executive 
Assistant to King, and Tom Offenberger, the SCLC Public 
relations man. Their conference concerned an attack made 
against King by the National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP) arising from a 'speech by King on 
April 4, 196 7. It was during the speech that King urged 
Negroes to become conscientious objectors to the war in 
Vietnam. 

Levison, Wachtel and Offenberger agreed to compose 
separate statements and give them to Dora McDonald, King's 
personal secretary. Upon receiving their statements. King 
and Young agreed to assemble a statement from the three and 
then deliver the statement on April 12> 1967, during a press 
conference in Los Angeles, California. ^ 

The statements to be made by King would not only 
answer the allegations made by the NAACP, but a critical 
statement by Senator Jacob Javits as well. According to the 
source, the remarks made by the NAACP and Senator Javits ^ 
were that King and the SCLC were trying to fuse the civil 2 


rights movement and the peace movement.

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On April 6, 1967 , a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that 
Stanley Levison and Harry Wachtel, New York advisors to 
Martin Luther King, Jr., were in conference concerning King’s* 
speech at Riverside Church, New York City, on April 4, 1967. ^ 

T? achte 1 thought the text of King's speech was solid 
and wants it printed for distribution. Levison felt the 
speech was too advanced for many Negroes and that it did not 
constitute the widest appeal. King, Levison feels, should JF 
not have spoken from the point of view of a Vietcong peasant. 

It was Levison*s belief that Andrew Young, Executive 
Director of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC), 
wrote King's speech, but Wachtel believes that "guy at Spellman" 
^(Spelman College, Atlanta) wrote it. Wachtel felt the 
section of the speech about this country acting like Germany 
acted in the last war offended many people. Levison agreed, 
and commented King should realize he is dealing with the 
State Department and the Pentagon and not some stupid sheriff, 
and that if he did aet people to stand on bridges in Vietnam, j 
they would not be bombed, but instead there would be an 
invasion of North Vietnam, which King would be responsible for. 

With regard to King's scheduled appearance before 
the Spring Mobilization Committee to End the TJ ar in Vietnam 


■^^on April 15 , 1967 , Levison is unenthusiastic, since he does 




not feel that King can capture that audience. 
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According to Levison, Bennett (Dr. John Bennett, 
President of Union Theological Seminary, New York City) and 
Dr. Reinhold Niebuhr (Professor Emeritus, Union Theological 
Seminary) have talked about getting ten thousand young men 
and their parents to go to Washington to turn in their drafts* 
cards. Levison felt they would violate the law if they do Jp 
this. ^ 

Finally, Wachtel mentioned that Kinr will meet 
with Rockefeller (Governor Nelson Rockefeller, New York) on A 
April 22 or 24, 1967, to discuss the Vietnam position of King.^ 

Levison and Joan Daves (Publishers* Representative) 
were also in contact on April 6, 1967, during which Levison 
revealed that King will change his emphasis from peace to the 
Chicago Action Campaign after the middle of April. Levison 
also disclosed that a meeting dealing with tactics will be M 
held in Atlanta in the near future.

'EXPRESS ITSELF IK AM OFFER TO GRANT ASYLUM TO ANY VIETNAMESE 
WHO FEARS FOR HIS LIFE UNDER A NEW REGIME WHICH INCLUDED 
THE LIBERATION FRONT. THEN V7E MUST MAKE WHAT REPARATIONS 
WE CAN FOR THE DAMAGE WE HAVE DONE. WE MUST PROVIDE THE 
MEDICAL AID THAT IS BADLY NEEDED, MAKING IT AVAILABLE IN 
THIS COUNTRY IF NECESSARY. 

MEANWHILE WE IN THE CHURCHES AND SYNAGOGUES 
HAVE A CONTINUING TASK WHILE WE URGE OUR GOVERNMENT ':TO 
DISENGAGE ITSELF FROM A DISGRACEFUL COMMITMENT. WE MUST 
CONTINUE TO RAISE OUR VOICES AND OUR LIVES IF OUR NATION' 
PERSISTS IN ITS PERVERSE WAYS IN VIETNAM. WE MUST BE 
PREPARED TO MATCH ACTIONS WITH WORDS BY SEEKING OUT EVERY 
CREATIVE MEANS OF PROTEST POSSIBLE. 

AS WE COUNSEL YOUNG MEN CONCERNING MILITARY 
SERVICE V7E MUST CLARIFY FOR THEM OUR NATION'S ROLE IN 
VIETNAM AND CHALLENGE THEM WITH THE ALTERNATIVE OF 
CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTION. I AM PLEASED TO SAY THAT THIS 
IS THE PATH NOW BEING CHOSEN BY MOPE THAN SEVENTY STUDENTS 
AT MY OWN ALMA MATER, MOREHOUSE COLLEGE, AND I RECOMMEND 
IT TO ALL WHO FIND THE AMERICAN COURSE IN VIETNAM A 
DISHONOURABLE AND UNJUST ONE. MOREOVER I WOULD ESC0URAG5 


ALL MINISTERS OF DRAFT AGE TO GIVE UP THEIR MINISTERIAL 
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EXEMPTIONS AND SEEK STATUS AS CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTORS. 

THESE ARE THE TIKES FOR REAL CHOICES AND NOT FALSE ONES. 

WE ARE AT THE MOMENT WHEN OUR LIVES MUST BE PLACED ON THE 
LINS IF OUR NATION IS TO SURVIVE ITS OWN FOLLY. EVERY KAN 
OF HUMANE CONVICTIONS MUST DECIDE ON THE PROTEST THAT BEST 
SUITS HIS CONVICTIONS, I3UT WE MUST ALL PROTEST. 

THERE IS SOMETHING SEDUCTIVELY TEMPTING ABOUT 
STOPPING THERE AND SENDING US ALL OFF ON WHAT IN SOME 
CIRCLES HAS BECOME A POPULAR CRUSADE AGAINST THE WAR IN 
VIETNAM. I SAY WE MUST ENTER THAT STRUGGLE, BUT I WISH 
TO GO ON NOW TO SAY SOMETHING EVEN MORE DISTURBING. THE 
WAR IN VIETNAM IS BUT A SYMPTOM.OF A FAR DEEPER MALADY 
WITHIN THE AMERICAN SPIRIT, AND IF WE IGNORE THIS SOBERING 
REALITY WE V7ILL FIND OURSELVES ORGANIZING CLERGY AND 
LAYMEN CONCERNED COMMITTEES FOR THE NEXT GENERATION. THEY 
WILL BE CONCERNED ABOUT GUATAKALA AND PERU. THEY WILL BE 
CONCERNED ABOUT THAILAND AND CAMBODIA. THEY WILL BE 
CONCERNED ABOUT MOZAMBIQUE AND SOUTH AFRICA. VIE WILL 
BE MARCHING FOR THESE ANJ A DOZEN OTHER NAMES AND ATTENDING 
RALLIES WITHOUT END UNLESS THERE IS A SIGNIFICANT AND 
PROFOUND CHANGE IN AMERICAN LIFE AND POLICY. SUCH THOUGHTS 
TAKE US BEYOND VIETNAM, BUT NOT BEYOND OUR CALLING AS SONS 
OF THE LIVING GOD. 

IN 1957 A SENSITIVE AMERICAN OFFICIAL OVERSEAS 
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SAID THAT IT SEEMED TO HIM THAT OUR NATION WAS ON THE 
WRONG SIDE OF A WORLD REVOLUTION. DURING THE PAST 10 
YEARS WE HAVE SEEN EMERGE A PATTERN OF SUPPRESSION WHICH 
NOW HAS JUSTIFIED THE PRESENCE OF U.S. MILITARY "ADVISORS tt 
IN VENEZUALA. THIS USED TO MAINTAIN SOCIAL STABILITY FOR 
OUR INVESTMENTS ACCOUNTS FOR THE COUNTERREVOLUTIONARY 
ACTION OF AMERICAN FORCES IN GUATEMALA. IT TELLS WHY 
AMERICAN HELICOPTERS ARE BEING USED AGAINST GUERILLAS IN 
COLOMBIA AND WHY AMERICAN NAPALM AND GREEN BERET FORCES HAVE 
ALREADY BEEN ACTIVE AGAINST REBELS IN PERU. IT IS WITH 
SUCH ACTIVITY IN HIED Til AT THE WORDS OF THE LATE JOHN F. 
KENNEDY COME BACK TO HAUNT US. FIVE YEA#S AGO HE SAID, 
••THOSE VJHO MAKE PEACEFUL REVOLUTION IMPOSSIBLE WILL MAKE 
VIOLENT REVOLUTION INEVITABLE." 

INCREASINGLY, BY CHOICE OR BY ACCIDENT, THIS 
IS THE ROLE OUR NATION IfAS TAKEN—THE ROLE OF THOSE WHO 
MAKE PEACEFUL REVOLUTION IMPOSSIBLE BY REFUSING TC GIVE 
UP THE PRIVILEGES AND THE PLEASURES THAT COME FROM THE 
IMMENSE PROFITS OF CVERSE; $ INVESTMENT. 

A TRUE REVOLUTION OF VALUE WILL SOON CAUSE US 
TO QUESTION TJIE FAIRNESS AND JUSTICE OF MANY OF OUR PAST 
AND PRESENT POLICIES, ON THE ONE HAND WE ARE CALLED TO 
PLAY THE GOOD SAMARITAN ON LIFE'S ROADSIDE? BUT THAT WILL 
BE ONLY AN INITIAL ACT. ONE DAY WE MUST COME TO SEE THAT 




THE WHOLE JERICO ROAD MUST EE TRANSFORMED SO THAT MEN 
AND WOMEN WILL HOT EE CONSTANTLY BEATEN AND ROBBED *AS 
THEY MAKE THEIR JOURNEY ON LIFE *S HIGHWAY. TRUE COMPASSION 
IS MORE THAN FLINGING A COIN TO A BEGGAR; IT IS NOT 
HAPHAZARD AND SUPERFICIAL. IT COMES TO SEE THAT AN 
EDIFICE WHICH PRODUCES BEGGARS NEEDS RE-STRUCTURING. A 
TRUE REVOLUTION OF VALUES WILL SCON LOOK UNEASILY ON THE 
GLARING CONTRAST OF POVERTY AND WEALTH• WITH RIGHTEOUS 
INDIGNATION, IT WILL LOOK ACROSS THE SEAS AND SEE 
INDIVIDUAL CAPITALISTS OF THE WEST INVESTING HUGE SUMS 
OF MONEY IN ASIA, AFRICA AND SOUTH AMERICA, ONLY TO TAKE 
THE PROFITS OUT WITH NO CONCERN FOR THE SOCIAL -BETTERMENT 
OF THE COUNTRIES, AND SAY: “THIS IS,NOT JUST." IT WILL 
LOOK AT OUR ALLIANCE WITH THE LANDED GENTRY OF LATIN ' 
AMERICA AND SAY: "THIS IS NOT JUST." THE WESTERN 
ARROGANCE OF FEELING THAT IT HAS EVERYTHING TO TEACH 
OTHERS AND NOTHING TO LEARN FROM THEM IS NOT JUST. A TRUE 
REVOLUTION OF VALUES WILL LAY HANDS ON THE WORLD ORDER AND 
SAY OF WAR: "THIS V7AY OF SETTLING DIFFERENCES IS NOT JUST." 
THIS BUSINESS OF BURNING HUMAN BEINGS WITH NAPALM, OF 
FILLING OUR NATION'S homes with orphans and widOWS, OF 
INJECTING POISONOUS DRUGS OF HATE INTO THE VEINS OF PEOPLES 
NORMALLY HUMANE, OF SENDING MEN HOME FROM DARK AND BLOODY 
BATTLEFIELDS PHYSICALLY HANDICAPPED AND PSYCHOLOGICALLY 
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DERANGED, CANNOT EE RECONCLTSD WITH WISDOM,JUSTICE, AMD 
LOVE. A NATION THAT CONTINUES YEAR AFTER YEAR TO SPEED 
MORE MONEY 01! MILITARY DEFENSE THAI! ON PROGRAMS OF SOCIAL 
UPLIFT IS APPROACHING SPIRITUAL DEATH. 

AMERICA, THE RICHEST AND MOST POWERFUL NATION 
IN THE WORLD, CAM WELL LEAD THE WAY IN THIS REVOLUTION OF 
VALUES. THERE IS NOTHING, EXCEPT A TRAGIC DEATH WISH, TO 
PREVENT US FROM RE-ORDERING OUR PRIORITIES, SO THAT THE 
PURSUIT OF PEACE WILL TAKE PRECEDENCE OVER THE PURSUIT 
OF WAR. THERE IS NOTHING TO KEEP US FROM MOLDING A 
RECALCITRANT STATUS-QUO WITH BRUISED HANDS UNTIL WE HAVE

THESE ARE REVOLUTIONARY TIMES. ALL OVER THE 
GLOBE MEN ARE REVOLTING AGAINST OLD SYSTEMS OF EXPLOITATION 
AND OPPRESSION AND OUT OF THE WOMBS OF A FRAIL WORLD 
NEW SYSTEMS OF JUSTICE AND EQUALITY ARE BEING BORN* THE 
SHIRTLESS AND BAREFOOT PEOPLE OF THE LAND ARE RISING UP AS 
NEVER BEFORE. "THE PEOPLE WHO SAT IN DARKNESS HAVE SEEN 
A GREAT LIGHT. *' WE IN THE WEST MUST SUPPORT THESE REVOLUTION 
IT IS A SAD FACT THAT, BECAUSE OF COMFORT, COMPLACENCY, 

A MORBID FEAR OF COMMUNISM, AND OUR PRONENESS TO ADJUST

Judge Horan found Gilbert to have originally rented 
this apartment under subterfuge in that a white male, identified 
as Carl Van Kast, had rented this apartment using Gilbert’s 
name. Gilbert had been released on bond but was to appear 
in Felony Court, Chicago, April 6, 1967 under another 
complaint of the landlord concerning damage to the property 
at 3491 North Elston.

On April 8, 1967, a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that 
cHarry T *achtel and Stanley Levison, New York advisors to 
Martin Luther King, Jr., were in conference concerning King's 
position on Vietnam. Levison felt that a question and answer 
pamphlet taken from King’s speeches is needed in-order to^ 
clarify King's position and to give a cohesive logical 
exposition of this position. 


This source advised on April 8, 1967, that Levison 
and King were in contact on that date. Levison indicated that 
King’s speech of April 4, 1967 was not good in that it 
attempted to cover too much ground, was not well thought out, 
was unbalanced and that it would not appeal to the average 
person. King answered that although he did not write the 
speech, he concurred with it and did not believe that he would 
change it, even now that he had been criticized for it by ^ 
the "New York Times” and "Washington Post”. King feels that € 
he had a duty to make the speech in order to fulfill his role"* 
as a "morally wise man". 


Levison suggested a full page advertisement in the 
”Hew York Times”, Sunday edition, in order to clarify King's £ 
position and to answer King’s enemies and critics. King felt^ 
that this was an excellent idea.

On April 9, 1967, this source advised that Harry

According to Levison, after he and Rockefeller ended 
their business with regard to iron ore, Rockefeller asked him 
to arrange a meeting between Martin Luther King,and himself, 
so that he, Rockefeller, could talk to him about his stand on 
Vietnam.

NATION OF ISLAM, Formerly referred to 
as the Muslim Cult of Islam, also 
known as Muhammad’s Temples of Islam 


In January, 1957, a source advised ELIJAH MUAHMMAD has 
described his organization on a nationwide basis as the ’’Nation 
of Islam” and ’‘Muhammad’s Temples of Islam.” 

On April 29, 1966, a second source advised ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI); 
Muhammad’s Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, 
Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquarters of the NOI; and 
in mid-1960 MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, when referring to 
MUHAMMAD’S organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using 
either "Mosque” or "Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's 
Temples of Islam.” 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was origin¬ 
ally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD claims to 
have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the so- 
called Negro race out of slavery in the.wilderness of North 
America by establishing an independent black nation in the 
United States. Members following MUHAMMAD’S teachings and his 
interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no such thing as 
a Negro; that the so-called Negroes are slaves of the white race, 
referred to as "white devils,” in the United States; and that the 
white race, because of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, 
must and will be destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon.” 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, including 
MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the provisions of the 
Selective Service Acts and have declared that members owe no 
allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5, 1958, the first source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal statements 
and instructions to his ministers concerning the principles of his 
organization in order to avoid possible prosecution by the United 
States government; however, he did not indicate any fundamental 
changes in the teachings of his organization. 

On May 2, 1966, a third source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
early in July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious aspects 
of the teachings of Islam and to stress the economic benefits to 
be derived by those Negroes who joined the NOI* This policy change, 
according to MUHAMMAD, would help him acquire additional followers 
and create more interest in his programs.

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On April 5, 1967 , a confidentTajT~sourceV~^ho has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that he 
had learned that Stanley Levison and Alic^ toewi , a friend fi / 
and former business associate, were in~conference on that 
date. It was durinr that conference that they discussed 
Martin Luther King*s speech of the previous night at the 
Riverside Church, New York City, when he urged everyone in the 
country to become conscientious objectors to military service. 
Loewi thought King's remarks were terrific and thought 
Levison had written his speaffl. Levison, in denying that he 
had, was certain that Andrew^Young (the Executive Director jiS 
of the Southern Christt^~T7eaHeTrship Conference (SCLC)) had —— 
written it for King. Levison acknowledge^, however, that he 
had spent the entire day of April 4, 1967, with King, but £ 
did not attend the affair at the church. 

In reply to a question from Loewi as to how King's 
spirits were, Levison said he was fine now that his conscience 
is clear. Levison, the source advised, is not in complete 
agreement with King on the tactics he has been using, and feels 
that King tends to be "too far out". In elaborating, Levison 
was of the opinion that one (King) could not ask everyone 
to be a conscientious objector because neople do not want to 
go to jail.
